 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 18 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 19

 (b) (2) A contract of purchase or other expenditure shall be awarded to 2 

the lowest responsible bidder who submits a responsive [bid, unless: 3 

 

   (i) The contract of purchase or other expenditure is for the 4 

procurement of professional or technical services, including architectural, design 5 

engineering, legal, medical, technological, or technical services; and 6 

 

   (ii) The County Commissioners have authorized the award of 7 

the contract on the basis of the qualifications, resources, and experience of the bidder, 8 

regardless of whether the bidder is the lowest bidder] BID. 9
